gardening and industrial requirements, etc.; 

(c) to suggest the extent to which the water supply to 
the New Delhi Municipal Committee and the Delhi 
Cantonment areas could be completely isolated for 
hulk supplies; 

(d) to prepare a Master Plan for Delhi’s Sewerage 
system; and 

(e) such olher matters as are incidental to the above. 

3. The Committee will hold its meeting as and when 
necessary and at such places as the Chairman may consider 
necessary. The Commillc may also co-opt such other per- 
sons as may be considered necessary. 

4. The Committee will submit its report within a period 
of six months.

No. EL-lfl-U. 17/70.— With a view to ensuring efficient, 
economic and early implementation of the hydro-electric 
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projects taken, up by the Government of India in the Minis- 
try of Irrigation and Power at Salal in the State of Jamnui 
and Kashmir, Baira Si nl in the Union Territory of Himachal 
Pradesh and 1 oktal in Hie Union Territory of Manipur, the 
Government ol India have decided to set up a Committee ol 
Direction and the "Central llydro-elcctric Projects Control 
Board". 

2. Constitution and Functions of the Committee of 

Direction 

( 1 ) The Committee of Direction will consist of the 
following : 

(i) the Union Minister of Irrigation and Power; 

(li) the Union Deputy Minister of Irrigation Sc Power; 

(iii) the State Minister for Power, Jamtnu & Kashmir/ 
Chief Minister. Himachal Pradesh/Chief Minister, 
Manipur; 

(iv) the Chairman of the Central Hydro-electric Pro- 
jects Control Board referred to in para (3). 

The Committee will be presided over by the Union Minister 
of Irrigation and Power and, in his absence, by the Union 
Deputy Minister of Irrigation and Power. The Vice-Chair- 
man, Central Water and Power Commission, will act 
Secretary to the Committee, 

(2) The meetings of the Committee shall be held once 
every year or at shorter intervals whenever considered 
necessary. 

(3) The Committee will lay down the policy in regard 
to the execution of the three hydro-electric projects indicated 
above in accordance with the estimate as sanctioned from 
time to time and sanctioned budget provisions. The Com- 
mittee will issue directions to the Central Hydro-electric 
Piojects Control Board on such matters a.s it considers neces 
sary or as may be referred to it by the Board, 

3, Constitution and Functions of the Centra I Hydro-Electric 

Projects Control Board

(2) The Board's office will be at New Delhi. '1 he 
Board will be assisted by a whole-time Secretary, a Finan- 
cial Adviser and such other staff as may bo considered neces- 
sary. The Secretary, the Financial Adviser and other staff 
will be appointed by (he Ministry of Irrigation and Power. 

(3) The Board will hold meetings as and when necessary 
and may invite to its meetings such other officers as may be

(5) 1 he Board may constitute a Standing Committee and 
entrust it with such of its functions and delegate such of its 
powers a.s it may deem lit. The Standing Committee shall 
take decisions on behalf of the Control Board on such 
technical, financial and other matters as may be delegated 
to it bv the Board.
